Madam  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I  have  the  honour  to  present 
the  Annua!  Report  for  the  year,  1968. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/69, 
dated  January,  1969. 

Clearance  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  is 
one  of  the  chief  public  health  problems  in  the  district 
and  will  be  for  some  years  yet.  During  1968,  sixty-four 
unfit  houses  were  cleared  following  action  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1957,  and  eight  unfit  dwellings  were 
closed.  Official  representations  were  submitted  in  res¬ 
pect  of  two  areas  comprising  fifteen  houses,  all  of  which 
were  declared  Clearance  Areas  by  the  Council  and 
subsequently  confirmed  by  the  Ministry. 

Seventeen  discretionary  Grants,  totalling  £3,898, 
and  twenty-two  Standard  Grants  were  approved  during 
the  year.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


Births  :  1 67  births  (88  males  and  79  females)  were  regis¬ 
tered  this  year;  a  crude  birth  rate  of  21 .9  per  thousand  of 
the  population.  The  corrected  birth  rate,  i.e.  that  rate 
which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution 
of  the  population  of  the  district  was  in  the  same  propor¬ 
tion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales,  is  22.1. 

23  births  were  illegitimate,  6  more  than  the  previous 
year,  and  1  more  than  1966. 

There  were  2  still  births,  which  gives  a  still  birth 
rate  of  12  per  1,000  total  births. 

The  Registrar-General’s  area  comparability  factor 
for  the  adjustment  of  the  birth  rate  is  1.01. 

Deaths  :  91  deaths  were  registered,  of  which  41  were 

males  and  50  females. 

The  crude  death  rate  is  11.9  and  the  adjusted  rate 
is  13.7  per  thousand  estimated  population.  (Registrar- 
General’s  comparability  factor  is  1.15). 

Maternal  Mortality  :  It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  once 
again,  that  there  has  been  no  maternal  death  in  the 
district. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area  :  These 
services  are  administered  by  the  County  Council 
through  No.  13  Divisional  Health  Committee,  on  which 
this  Council  is  represented.  Up-to-date  details  are  given 
in  tables  I  and  II  of  Clinic  sessions  and  Divisional  Health 
Staff  serving  the  Urban  District.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  S 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District 

Council  of  Whitworth. 

Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  sixth 
Annual  Report  which  covers  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1968. 

In  1968  the  Council  maintained  the  progress  it  has 
made  in  the  last  few  years  in  the  improvement  of  hous¬ 
ing  standards  in  the  district.  72  new  dwellings  were 
completed  in  the  year,  but  for  the  first  time,  in  post  war 
years  at  least,  development  in  the  private  sector  was 
greeter  than  that  in  the  public  sector,  in  fact  double,  48 
to  24. 

This  year  saw  a  start  made  on  the  Council’s  second 
Housing  Improvement  Scheme,  this  time  in  the  conver¬ 
sion  and  modernisation  of  36  back-to-back  dwellings  at 
De'ph  Cottages,  Shawforth. 

There  was  aoasn  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
people  taking  advantage  of  improving  their  dwellings 
by  means  of  grants  from  the  Council.  This  is  most  dis¬ 
appointing  after  the  lead  given  by  the  Council  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  only  be  a  temporary  lull. 

Sixty-four  unfit  dwellings  were  demolished  during 
the  year  and  the  sites  have  been,  or  are,  to  be  land¬ 
scaped.  The  policy  of  the  Council  In  acquiring  the  sites 
of  unfit  dwellings  in  order  to  either  re-develop  or  land- 
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scape  them,  is  gradually  improving  the  environment  of 
the  district. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  ever-ready 
assistance  given  to  me  by  your  other  officials,  my  deputy 
and  members  of  my  staff  and  for  the  support  and 
encouragement  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Health  Committee.

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ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


A.  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 
Water  Supply 


The  water  supply  in  the  area  is  mainly  satisfactory. 
The  Public  supply  is  provided  by  the  West  Pennine 
Water  Board,  and  the  majority  of  the  houses  have  a 
supply  of  water  that  is  wholly  sufficient  and  good  in 
quality. 

The  water  is  collected  from  upland  surface  gather¬ 
ing  grounds  and  afterwards  treated  by  modern  methods 
of  filtration  and  chlorination. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from 
public  mains  is  2,637  and  73  houses  have  supplies  drawn 
from  private  sources. 


Public  Cleansing 

Household  refuse  is  collected  on  a  weekly  basis 
from  all  the  houses  in  the  area  and  approximately  3,226 
dustbins  are  emptied  160  dustbins  were  replaced  during 
the  year  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
methods  for  land  reclamation  purposes  at  Landgate. 
The  previous  site  at  Springside  is  to  be  a  future  playing 
field. 

The  weekly  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  has 
been  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
althouoh  with  the  coming  into  occupation  of  new  houses 
set  well  beck  from  the  highway,  with  the  longer  carry  of 
dustbins  to  the  kerb  the  collection  staff  are  working  at 
full  pressure.  The  paper  sack  has  been  introduced  at 
new  houses  in  place  of  the  dustbin  as  an  aid  to  speed¬ 
ing  collection  and  as  a  means  of  offsetting  this  longer 
carry.

With  very  few  exceptions  they  cannot  be  converted 
to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  they  are  situated  in  outlying  parts  where  no  sewer 
is  available. 

Although  the  Council  encourage  the  conversion  of 
waste  water  closets  to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system, 
progress  is  slow  and  there  is  no  authority  for  compul¬ 
sory  conversion. 

Referring  to  the  sanitary  accommodation  generally, 
there  are  still  many  blocks  of  houses  where  the 
occupiers  of  the  dwellings  have  to  walk  distances  of  20 
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or  30  yards  down  the  street  to  the  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion,  this  being  jointly  used  by  two  or  more  families. 
Unfortunately,  this  state  of  affairs  cannot  be  quickly 
improved  at  the  present  as  most  of  the  houses  con¬ 
cerned  are  of  a  type  which  will  be  subject  to  demolition 
or  re-conditioning  within  the  next  few  years. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

All  the  boiler  plants  at  factories  are  operating  satis¬ 
factorily  and  a  noticeable  improvement  can  be  seen  as 
a  result  of  conversions  to  oil  firing  carried  out  in  the 
last  few  years. 

The  Council  has  taken  no  action  to  date  in  the 
declaration  of  smoke  control  areas  affecting  residential 
property. 

Rodent  Control 

A  trained  rodent  operative  is  employed  on  a  part- 
time  basis  for  dealing  with  these  treatments,  and  a 
charge  is  mace  for  work  when  engaged  on  industrial  and 
farm  premises.

B.  Housing 

Once  again  I  am  able  to  report  satisfactory  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  field  of  housing.  24  dwellings  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  Council  making  a  post-war  total  of  680, 
whilst  in  the  private  sector  almost  a  quarter  of  the  post¬ 
war  total  (48  out  of  206)  were  completed  in  1968. 

Clearance  Areas  Nos.  27  and  28  were  declared  by 
the  Council  followed  by  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders, 
which  were  later  confirmed  by  the  Ministry.  The  two 
areas  comprised  15  dwellings.  "

PART  VIII  OF  THE  ACT— OUTWORKERS  :  Nil 
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Sewage  Works 

During  1968  the  sewage  disposal  works  generally 
managed  to  produce  a  "fairly  satisfactory  effluent 
although  operating  under  difficulty.  One  of  the  difficul¬ 
ties  is  the  drying  and  disposal  of  sludge.  Two  old  settling 
tanks  were  converted  into  sludge  drying  beds  in  an 
effort  to  improve  the  position. 

This  is  one  local  authority  service  which  does  not 
generally  catch  the  public  eye,  but  is  one  which  must 
function  to  a  high  standard  of  efficiency  if  our  rivers  are 
to  attain  a  standard  of  purity  which  we  would  all  wish 
to  see.  This  can  only  be  attained  by  full  and  close  col¬ 
laboration  between  the  local  authority,  river  authority 
and  industrialists  who  now  discharge  effluent  into  the 
rivers  and  streams.
